BASSANO ENDEAVORING 
TO SECURE 
SUGAR FACTORY 


The Standard has from time to 
time endeavored io ‘create un in- 
terest in the development of the 
sugar beets and the securing of a 
Sugar Factory for this district 
The result up to date hag not been 
very encouraging. 

Bassano people are alive to the 
situation and the Bassano Mail is 
urging action by saying that— 

The humble sugar beet has 
climbed into a prominent place in 
agriculture in the irrigation area 
of the southern part of the pro- 
vince. In the Raymond district the 
industry is prospering, and the 
Canadian Sugar Factories, the 
company which buys the beets 
from the farmers and manufact- 
ures the refined sugar, is looking 
around for a suitable location to 
expand their business by building 
another factory. 

Sugar beets can be successfully 
grown only under irrigation meth- 
ods. They can be successfully 
grown in the Bassano district 
where a number of tests were 
made several years ago. A good 
quality, of beet was grown there 
ander these tests, a beet with a

The districts of Duch- 
ess, Brooks, Cassils, and the Bow 
Slope are only a few more miles 
distant, Ail these districts are 
reached by railway branch lines 
which radiate from Bassno, and 
all are reached by good roads 
excepting Cassils and the Bow 
Slope. The two latterly named 
areas will most probably have 
ready access to Bassano by a good 
Toad which it is expected will be 
built next summer, 

But we cannot sit back and wait 
for thq sugar factory to come 
These natura] advantages must be 
brought to the attention of the 
interest behind the sugar industry 
in Alberta. Also the farmers ot 
the irrigation block must interest 
themselves in beet growing, and 
be prepared to erd@W this new crop 
which has proved profitable in the 
Raymond district.
